Detailed Action 

Applicants' arguments, filed 7/23/01 , have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
Office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which 
requires the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the 
prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. 
When new claims are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with 
the number next following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether 
entered or not). Misnumbered claim 9 bee "> renumbered claim 1 7, 

Newly submitted claim 15 directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Please note that 
claim 15 is distinct due to the fact that it is in the original no-elected Group II. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 15 withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1,1 42(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claims 2,4,6, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. The 
rejection is relaxed in Claims 5 and 7 due to the fact that the binding pocket is defined in 
Claims 5 and 7 but it lacks enablement for the broader claims such as 2, 4, 6, and 8. 
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Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, due to the fact that in 
the responsive arguments insufficient information has been set forth regarding structural 
requirements for the functional homologues that are set forth in Claim 6. Therefore the 
instant claim continues to lack enablement. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as no amendment or 
argument has responded to the rejection based on the inconsistency of how a molecule 
can "comprise coordinates". 

Claims 5, 6, and 8 are rejected under 102(b) as being anticipated by Sintchak et 
al. because these instant claims include homologues as stated in Sintchak et al. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 102(b) as being anticipated by Collart et al. 
because the arguments is non-persuasive in that well diffracting crystals are not 
required in these claims. 

Claims 1, 5, 6, and 8 are rejected under 102(e) as being anticipated by Wilson et 
al. as the homologues are included as in addition to there is no limitation as to a 
particular type I or II in the claims. 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
